INVENTORS GREAT IDEA. 

Wonid llnlld Alrnht|> Trolley' l.lnes 
from 5M* IaOiiIh to ChfenKO. 

Willlnnr Stewart, a St. I-^nis inventor, 
has a plan for a trolley airship from 
St. Louis to Chicago. When his ideas 
have fully matured nnd nil of the spoel- 
fleations for the actual anti prnctlcnl 
operation of the rond are arrived nt lie 
will endeavor to enlist the support of 
capitalists in the development of his 
project. A cigar-shnped balloon, In- 
flated with gas sufficient to barely lift 
it and tlie pnssengcra or freight cur 
from tlie groitiid. Is Stewart's idea. 
'Two wires, one in front nnd one toward 
the roar, serve to hold the airship with- 
in a short distance of the cart It, and nt 
the same time supply a power to the 
propeller at the rear of the ship. The 
lower ends of the guide wires are nt- 
Inclied to a set of wheels, whieh re- 
volve freely between the power bearing 
wires, ns in n slot. If tlie boat low;er» 
a bit there is no danger of the trolley 
slipping off. 

.Mr. Stewart estimates Hint tlie trol- 
ley airship can lie operated nt onc-hnlf 
to onc-tliini less than tbe cost of a 
steam or electric railway. Power 
plants could be cstablishetl ntpiig the 
line nt regular interials. At stopping 
points the waiting-room, instead of be- 
ing on the ground floor, would be nt an 
elevation level xvith the door of the 
car. Steivart estimates Hint the trip 
from St. Louis to Chicago could be made 
ill three hours, perhaps less. Aloft in 
the ear the passengers could gaze upon 
trains, which would seem to creep like 
snails. 

SNAKES WITH HORNED TAILS. 

.\rw Niirelr* of Reptile Fonnd at the 
Month of Flint Iltver. 

Considerable excitement hns been 
ercut-ed on the South side of Saginaw, 
.Mieli., by stories of big snakes having 
been seen at the Ferguson Itayoii and 
msir the mouth of the Flint river. 
Some of these snakes have been killed 
and brouglit to the city. The species 
is unknown in this locality, being all 
the way from four nnd one-half to ten 
feet long, and of a bright yellow color 
willi darker or lirowiiish spots. 'The 
liend is sinuH and flat, while the biMly of 
the smallest snakes measure over two 
inches in diameter. What is more curi- 
ous is the fact Hint e«ich reptile hns a 
horn ill its tail, varying with its size.’ 
'The hunters nnd men accustomed to 
working in those localities are puzzled 
oier the species of snakes, oikI one man 
is authority for the statement that they 
are a "nittlesnake's guide," us they rc/- 
semble that reptile somewlint., only 
without the rattles. They .ijinke a soft* 
purring noise to give notice of Hieiy 
presence. They liiive lieeh found in 
pairs, but one manages to esenjle ouch 
time. Four or five liiive lieen liroiight 
to Hie SoiiHi side during the week nnd 
one measuring six feet is nt Henry La- 
fayette's shanty, where if has ‘been 
vieweil by many. One theory is tliat 
they are natives of Keiitiieky, nnd were 
driven from the swamps by Ihe spring 
Hoods and are tniveling northward. 
No one has yet b«-eii bitten by them, 
but they are supposed to be poisonous.
